"It is impossible to get any definite 


facts as to the amount of money ex- 
pended In the state by these 200,000 
tourists. A 
careful canvass and a 


study of the situation in all parts of 
Florida make it very conservative to 
estimate that the average length of 
the tourist's stay in tho state was 
30 days. A large proportion of the 
people who went to Florida last win- 
ter spent the 
entire season there. 


The number runs far into the thou- 
sands. A 
large number 
spent a 


month or more, while a considerable 
number stayed only a week or ten 
days. But the movement of travel 
into the state during the winter sea- 
son, 
and the heavy rush of outward 


travel in the spring shows that it will 
be very conservative to estimate 30 
days as a minimum for the average 
time spent by each tourist in the 
state.

sible to do more than fspeculatively

On this 
basis, 


the average cost to the winter visitor 
while in Florida was 
$150 for the 


30 days and for 200,000 visitors this

Florida last wintef by tourists. These 
figures, except as to the arrivals by 
transportation lines furnished to the 
Manufacturers' Record, are estimates 
Others can speculate as to the aver-

Ever since the momentous August

yond the present astonishing prices. 
Nowadays it is next to impossible to 
obtain market quotations for evon so 
short a time as "next week." 


Press rollers, 
which 
are made 


chiefly of glue, glycerine and mo- 
lasses, have gone up, so manufactur- 
ers notified the consumers last week 
Pure white eighteen per cent. Glyce. 
ine, 
the quality used in newspape 


plants is not the pure white glycerin 
one buys in the drug store, but 
quality less refined—has taken on 
flying leap from antebellum price o 
19 cents a pound to 54 cents. 


Rags, which are being bought up 


by the powder manufacturers eagerly 
and are needed also by paper manu 
facurers in a cleaned and more or 
less sterilized form are a necessity 
in the 
mechanical 
department o 


newspapers. The prices of rags has 
jumped just 100 per cent, or from 
three cents to six cents per pound 
Writing paper is an important item 
in a publisher's paper bill and It Is 
worth noting that this Item has gone 
up 25 per cent. 


But It Is when the consumer of 


anything to do with dyes or any 
other department of the 
chemical 


section of printing or photographic 
reproductions goes out with his shop- 
ping list that his hair grows gray.

6 FERTILIZERS AND THE HOME GARDEN. 


The Last of a Series of Six Articles 


A farmer that we used to know quite well always put on hib garden plot 


a sack 
g,uaiio and tluee 01 four loads of stable and other kinds of Uirn 


yard manure 
His gal den covered about one fifth of an acre and was good 


land to 1 egin with 
In fact, he had selected a good, rich spot of grcund for 


his garden 
Ihe fertili/er he applied amounted to a thousand pounds per 


acr< and the barnyard manure to about seven or eight tons 
Of course, he 


giew a good garden, as most people do, and yet he often wondered why his 
garden was so much better than other parts of his farm 
He was a good 


farmer and made plenty of even thing, and to spare 
He knew that he made 


liberal applications of fertilizers and manures to his garden, but was never 
quite willing to acknowledge that these made all the difference in the yields 


Our gardens are usually the richest spots on the farm, and are so only be 


cause we make them so by fertilization and cultivation 
Every acre in the 


average farm could be made just as rich if we tried to make it so 
We do 


not consider sufficiently the factors which make fertile land 
We do not 


strive to do intensive farming, but rather make it as extensive as our acres- 
will allow 
When we wish to make an additional bale of cotton or bushel ol

THE FLORIDA CITRUS 


EXCHANGE A POTENT 


FACTOR IN INDUSTRY 


Nine out of ten of the citrus grow- 
ers of Florida, whether affiliated with 
the Fliroda Citrus exchange or not, 
•will state that they regard this organ- 
ization as the most potent factor for 
the general good of the industry that 
lias ever existed in Florida. 
A sim- 
ilar attitude toward the exchange is 
lield by bankers, merchants and busi- 
ness men generally, even though they 
may have no direct association with 
the body. Newcomers to Florida often 
are pnzaled by the freedom and appar- 
ent sincerity with which favorable ex- 
pressions regarding the work of the 
•exchange are made on every hand, 
•when these are considered'in connec- 
tion with the comparatively small vol- 
ume of fruit marketed by the organ- 
ised growers. 


Persons who have lived in Florida 
tor a sufficiently long time to be per- 
sonally familiar with the development 
-of the citrus Industry In the 
past 
twenty years, recall that, following the 
? freeze in 1895, the production of or- 
; anges In Florida for some years was 
not on a sufficiently large scale to 
make the marketing ot the fruit pre- 
sent any problems. Grapefruit was 
practically unknown and the orange 


v erop was the only one in the citrus 


Held that offered anything to be sold 
»t the north. The supply did not at 
all meet the demand, and growers had 
no particular trouble In disposing of 
all they had for sale. Before 
the 
freeze, the orange production of Flor- 
ida had reached such a volume as to 
make the marketing a matter of con- 


/ aiderable concern, and Just a year or 
two previous, an organization had 
Deen formed to handle the matter. 


In less than ten years after the time 


•of the freeze, Florida orange produc- 
tion had "come back." In fact, it had 
reached a volume greater than that 
had been attained in the old days. 
With no system whatever In the mar- 
"ketlng, the question of securing re- 
turns that would make the crop prof- 
itable became serious. The growers 
•could sell their fruit "on the tree to 
speculators who advanced a few cents 
per box early in the season. These 
speculators sometimes were able to 
dispose of the fruit later at a great 
profit, sometimes they were not so 
fortunate: sometimes the growers got 
more than the amount advanced! more 
xiften nothing else. If the grower did 
not choose to dispose of the crop in 
this way, he could consign It to a com- 
mission house in some northern city, 
depending upon the honesty oathe lat- 
ter for the returns. . 


In many cases, there were no re- 
- turns. A few growers producing su- 


perior stuff, went north and establish- 
ed1 marketing connections which en- 
abled them to get, In a fair »rerage ot 
Instances, enough out of their fruit 
lor their groves to be profitable. As 
the production Increased, the num.- 


- tte growers'adequate returns for their 


investments and labor, decreased pro- 
portionately. Finally, grove owners 
awakened to the fact that heir efforts 
wen contributing to the prosperity « 
the manufacturers of materials, which 
they used In the production of citrus 
trait* and to that of the transportation 
Companies, which carried the fruit to 
the market, as well as enriching com- 
mission men and speculators, but re 
turning very little to hemselves. 


Following this awakening, there was 


discussion all over the state as to the 
best means for the protection of the 
growers. A committee, composed of a 
score or more of the most intelligent 
men In the Industry, made a trip ot In- 
vestigatlon to California, In that 
•state" the same problems had been 
confronted and In large measure. 
solved through the California Fruit 
Growers' exchange. Upon their return 
from the Pacific coast, the Florida In- 
Testicators determined to follow out 
thosame general plan of operation. 
The Ftoridft Citrus exchange 
was

The 
results 
were disappointing, 
many 


growers withdrew from the organiza.- 
ion, and it entered a period of severe 
struggle. 


It was necessary first to educate the 
growers in the matter of properly pre- 
>aring their crops for market. To re- 
aiu even a small percentage of these 
n the organization, required that it 
hould get considerably better prices 
or their products than could be ch- 
ained through 
outside marketing 


agencies. That this was done, year 
after year, is a remarkable tribute to 
he justice of the idea on which the 
exchange is founded, as well as to the 
luslness ability of the men who have 
directed its destinies. Controlling in 
he past two or three years not much 
o exceed 20 per cent ot the fruit 
;rown in Florida, the exchange has 
>een marvelously successful In putting 
he Industry upon a substantial basis. 
Jnquestionably It'is responsible In a 
arge degree for the constantly in- 
creasing demand for Florida oranges 
and grapefruit, as it is for the growing 
endency to the maintenance ot equita- 
ile prices. Growers not directly af- 
filiated with the organization, particl- 
tate in these benefits almost as fully 
as those who are members and the hu- 
man nature, which manifests Itself In 
he disposition to take advantage of 
hem so long as possible without con- 
rlbuting to the defrayal of their cost, 
s the principal reason why no larger 
iroportion of Florida citrus producers 
lave joined the exchange. 


The headquarters of the Florida Cit- 
rus exchange is in Tampa. It is the 
argest single business in the state of 
Florida, having an annual overturn at 
his time of approxlmatly 15,000,000. 
The business Is conducted on careful 
ines, under the supervision of 
the 


board' of directors, composed of one 
member from each Important citrus 
county. Twelve of these directors 
meet monthly or 
ottener. Capable 


employes under bond, careful audit of 
he books monthly by the directors 
and audits by outside experts, protect 
.he growers absolutely in the handling 
of the funds. 
Each grower receives 


an account sales for his fruit which, 
n definite detail, shows him just what 
t was sold for, just what has been 
the cost of selling, just what the cen- 
ral office has retained for the cost of 
ts operation, and just how much he 
nets. The exchange is different from 
most every other marketing agency in 
hat, 
instead of making a flat charge 


to cover administrative expenses only 
and not Including other items of out- 
ay connected with selling of fruit, 
ts retain covers ail these expenses, 
averaged for the season. While ap- 
parently its marketing charge is high- 
er than that of some of the private 
agencies, careful 
investigation 
has 


shown that in reality it-Is lower. 
Has Well Arranged Sale* Department. 


The detail work ot handling the 


business of the organization is not the 
most important or most interesting of 
Its functions, however. The sales de- 
partment also registers cost of buying 
and disposition of the product ot the 
members, is a vast and complicated 
organization In itself. Among the du- 
ties of the sales department la the de- 
velopment of demand for Florida or- 
anges and grapefruit. Naturally, this 
requires educational effort with the 
consumer. For some years, the ex- 
change has conducted an advertising 
campaign with the end in view of 
building up a greater consumer de- 
mand for citrus fruits, grown In Flor- 
ida. This demand is the foundation 
of all its other work, as obviously the 
wholesole dealers, will not care to 
stock, nor the retail dealers to buy 
Fruit about which the consumer Is un 
Informed and indifferent. The adver- 
tising of the exchange is doing along 
several lines, each having been care- 
fully tested out before any consider- 
able amount ot money was put Into It. 
Great care is exercised to see, that as 
consumer demand is developed, there 
Is such distribution as may be de- 
pended upon to take care of Its sup- 
ply. 
Magazines are used in a limited 


way, 
daily newspapers more exten- 


sively. Window display material, cut- 
outs, signs, recipe books, etc., are lib- 
erally employed. 
Unfortunately for 


the exchange, but fortunately for the 
state at large, the good results of the 
advertising and sales effort cannot be 
confined absolutely to the products ol 
the members of the exchange. In tell 
Ing ft the superior1 merits of Florida 
oraosjps sad grapefruit, it Is not whol 
ly practicable to convey the idea that 
quality trait can be had only when 
exchange brands an bought, even If 
this were strictly true. It has be* 
difficult matter to educate the .everage 
consumer to the exact meaning of the 
Florida Cltr«* exchange or to keep In 
mind the name as ft means of Monti 
fylag the fruit which It ships. la the 
past season, the use of a trade mark 
phrase, "flsaldiweet." short and eas- 
ily lememherad a* a synonym of the 
mmsM of Florida Citrus exchange, has

change, or who did not understand 
ait wherein the organisation differed 
rom other marketing agencies for 
Florida fruit now make all their pur- 
chases ot "Sealdsweet" oranges aad 
grapefruit and the disposition In this 
irectlon apparently Is Increasing rap- 
dly. The Idea of buying •trait grown 
by a co-operative body Ot producers 
conveyed In the advertising, more and 
more etch year has been found to 
have a great deal of appeal to con- 
umers.. Still, the grower outside the 
exchange remains the beneficiary of 
ts promotion work to a considerable 
extent. 
His marketing agency can 


undersell the exchange, in sections 
where the latter's work has built up a 
demand for Florida fruit, to the extent 
at a few cents a, box and still, it cpm- 
ilete returns are made to the grower, 
le will figure that he comes out as 
veil or better than If he had shipped 
hrough the exchange and borne his 
proportionate part of the cost of de- 
eloping demand. 
In the marketing methods of the 


exchange, as little as possible is left 
o chance. Every day the salaried fmd 
tonded representatives of the organ- 
zation in all important citrus mar- 
lets, telegraph a synopsis of the situa- 
Ion 
in that territory. These wires 


cover the conditions, actual and pros- 
lective. of the market, 
detail the 


imount of .fruit on sale and In transit 
or that point, etc. On the informa- 
ion cathered in this way, the sales 
manager bases his offerings for the 
next day. If in any city the demand 
iromises to he in excess of the supply 
ruit Is diverted from other points. 
Market centers, to which there ap- 
pears to be going an excessive supply, 
are relieved by those diversions. If 
he dealers of any town are indisposed 
o pay prices that are considered fair 
and which^re in line with those pre- 
vailing elsewhere, fruit may be with- 
drawn after it has been offered for 
ale and still further diverted if it is 
mpractlcable to hold it for better 
market -conditions. Much the same 
methods now are in use by the inde- 
pendent agencies, though none of 
hese has as complete or aggressive 
jrganlzatlon as that of the exchange, 
and all of them are largely depending 
upon its pioneer work to build the de- 
mand for Florida fruit which they fill 
n part. 


What of the future? Will a certain 


iroportion of the growers continue to 
ear the burden? May these growers 
not grow weary in well-doing, and 
conclude that they will no longer 
make possible the prosperity of their 
lelghbors? Undoubtedly there Is & 
endency in this direction, and many 
exchange growers are Impatient with 
he present situation. 
The moment 


hat they consider hi detail Just how 
his can be modified for their benefit 
and protection, they come up squarely 
against a stone wall, however. If 
hey should abandon In any considera- 
ble degree the educational work that 
hey are now doing, or the organlza- 
lon 
for marketing efficiency which 


hey have built, conditions unquestion- 
ably would revert to the former low 
evel- Growers now outside the ex- 
change, as well as those in the organ- 
zation and the state at large, would 
julfer alike. The industry would go 
on the rocks, and there would be no 
profit In the growing ot oranges and 
grapefruit until a new organization of 
Ike purpose and performance grew 
up. 
Most of the exchange growers 


figure that in taking any such step as 
his they would be cutting off their 
noses to spite their faces, hence the 
prevailing policy of going ahead and 
rylng to persuade the co-beneficiaries 
of the movement to become directly 
affiliated with it and assist in bearing 
he expense of its maintenance. Some 
recent events are considered by prom- 
nent exchange men as indicating that 
here is reason to believe that the 
patriotic appeal of the organization 
will not'much longer fail to be heeded 
by at least one-half of the growers of 
Florida. 


What the Florida Citrus exchange 


really means to the state hardly can 
be estimated in dollars and cents. 
A 


alnt indication is found in a compari- 
son of the prices secured by the organ- 
zation for the fruit of its members 
with those obtained by the privately 
owned marketing agencies, in such of 
;he markets ot the country as have a 
system which gives official figures on 
all citrus 
transactions. While the 


claims of the friends of the exchange, 
based on these comparisons are, of 
course, disputed by the partisans, ot 
the other marketing agencies, the pre- 
ponderance of evidence apparently is 
very strongly In favor of the former. 
If the average gross returns of the 
growers in the exchange are but 25 
cents a box more than the correspond- 
ing average ot the unorganised grow- 
ers, it Is clear that the exchange Is a 
profitable investment for the former, 
ilnce the per box assessment for edu- 
cational and selling work Is very 
much less than that sum. The broader 
view of the matter is that which takes 
Into consideration the better prices se- 
cured by all growers, regardless of 
whether or not they are affiliated with 
the exchange by reason of Its exist- 
ence. A Keen business man of this city 
who has varied and successful expe- 
rience, recently made the statement 
that, comparing the condition in the 
citrus Industry today with those which 
prevailed previous to the organization 
of the exchange, he was firmly of the 
belief that as a result of the efforts 
of the organization, the growers of 
Florida this year were receiving not 
less than $4,000,000 more for their or- 
ange and grapefruit crops than they 
would have received It the old order 
had been In existence.

THE EVACUATION OF KABUL 


Of 16.QOO Pertons Who Left the City 


Under Pledge of Safety Only One 
Man, Except • Few Prisoners Taken, 
Escaped Massacre. 


In this wondrous day of wire and i

world, the events of the day almost in- 
stantaneously, aud the very elements 
carry abroad the news.

ert Sale, the commander at Jalalabad, 
and his daughter.

fourteen children. 
A long, intricate 


and hideous series of blunders, trcach- 


^erles aud murders had brought the 


tremendously outnumbered British in 
Kabul to the point where evacuation 
of the city and acceptance of a prom- 
ised safe conduct to Jalalabad seem- 
ed to their leaders the best that could 
be hoped for, aiid the retreat began. 


But the Afghans did not keep ihelr 


word, and soon there were no leaders. 
Before the march was half over many 
were slain and conditions were eo 
hopeless that the others yielded to a

POISON KILLS BLISTER BEETLES 


Blister beetles, sometimes called 


Spanish flies, old fashioned potato 
bugs and yankee bugs, 
feed on a 


number of plants. They are most de- 
structive in 
cultivated plants, such 


as potatoes and tomatoes. They may 
be controlled by spraying with lead 
arsenate. J. R. Watson, entomolo- 
gist to the University of Florida ex- 
periment station, recommends 
1^ 


pounds of lead arsenate powder or 3 
pounds of the paste to 50 gallons of 
water. Zinc arsenite may be used 
instead of the lead arsenate. Paris 
green. 1 pound to 50 gallons of wa- 
ter and 1 pound of quick lime, may 
be used on plants that are not easily 
burned. 


It is necessary to spray thoroughly 


because these beetles will avoid the 
poison unless the plant is covered. 
Since the larvae feed on the eggs of 
grasshoppers, it may not be desirable 
to spray them. 
On limited areas 


they may be driven out of the patch i 
with a brush or whip made of twiggs. 
They may be hand picked or collect 
ed In a pan containing water overlaid 
witii Kerosene.

Over 200,000 people from the north 


visited Florida 
restarts last 
winter 


and each person left at least $5 a 
day while here, 
according to esti- 


mates made by Richard H. Edmonds 
editor, in the Manufacturers' Record, 
Mr. Edmonds further estimating that 
the tourists, on the 
average spent 


30 days 
in the 
south. 
Says the 


Record: 


"It is impossible to get any definite 


facts as to the amount of money ex 
pended in the state by these 200,000 
tourists. A 
careful canvass and a 


study of the situation in all parts of 
Florida make it very conservative to 
estimate that the average length of 
the tourist's stay in the state was 
30 days. A large proportion of the 
people who went to Florida last win- 
ter spent the 
entire season there. 


The number runs far into the thou- 
sands. A 
large number 
spent a 


month or more, while a considerable 
number stayed only a week or ten 
days. But the movement of travel 
into the state during the winter sea- 
son, 
and the heavy rush of outward 


travel in the spring shows that it will 
be very conservative to estimate 30 
days as a minimum for the average 
time spent by each tourist in the 
state. 


"It is not 
possible to get exact 


figures on this point, so it is not pos- 
sible to do more than -speculatively 
estimate as to the amount of money 
expended 
by the average tourist. 


There are thousands of people who 
at the elaborate, costly hotels, run 
their 
daily 
expenditures 
into big 


figures. There are some who spend 
very moderate amounts at boarding 
houses and the smaller hotels and be- 
tween these two extremes there are 
tens of thousands who at the average 
Florida hotel pay $5.00 a day or more 
for hotel accommodations. To hotel 
and boarding house expenses should 
be added the expenses for motoring, 
yachting, 
fishing, the 
purchase of 


souvenirs, and the thousand and one 
things 
which absorb the 
tourist's 


money. It is safe to estimate that 
the average expenditure for a tourist 
for the winter was $5.00 a day. Some 
estimate 
the amount 
considerable 


above $5.00 a day and some a little 
lower, but $5.00 is at least a conser- 
vatively low figure. On this basis, 
the average cost to the winter visitor 
while in Florida was 
$150 for the 


30 days and for 200,000 visitors this 
would mean $30,000,000 expended in 
Florida last winter by tourists. These 
figures, except as to the arrivals by 
transportation lines furnished to the 
Manufacturers' Record, are estimates 
Others can speculate as to the aver- 
age length of the tourist's stay and 
as to the average amount expended 
and make their calculations as to 
whether $30,000,000 is too much or 
too little. We believe, based on a 
rather wide study of the subject, that 
it is a low figure. Its magnitude, 
however, is far beyond any estimate 
that we have ever seen as to what 
the tourist travel means to the state 
of Florida. 


"Many people have 
looked upon 


the tourist trade as merely a passing 
event of no particular Importance to 
the commercial or industrial life of 
the south, whereas it is a most vital 
factor in the 
development of the 


south. 


"It was the tourist traffic that made 


California. 


"Henry M. Flagler was a tourist 


who, spending the winter in St. Au- 
gustine to escape the rigors of New 
York's climate, became enarmored of 
the climate and In the 25 years fol- 
lowing that tourist trip, he expended 
more than 
$75,000,000 
of his own 


money In the development of Flor- 
ida. 


'Mrs. Potter Palmer was a tourist 


to the west coast of Florida. She 
became 
enamored 
of the 
country 


and she and the Potter Palmer Estate 
and members of her family now own 
nearly 200,000 acres of Florida lands 
which they are developing for coloni- 
sation 
purposes,

Fire evidently originating from a 


gasoline stove in the basement, en- 
tirely destroyed the hone of James 
Carrigan at Coronado last Saturday, 
just after the noon hour. A few of 
the furnishings were removed from 
the house, but the building was en- 
tirely consumed. 


When first discovered by a neigh- 


bor the blaze could have been ex- 
tinguished it sufficient help could have 
been gotten together, but the inability 
to spread the alarm and tight flames 
at the same time gave the fire a good 
chance to get, a start.

But let us look a little 
deeper into this affair, as our govern- 
ment did. It is true that a hundred 
American 
citizens perished 
in the 


sinking of this liner, but were they 
not fully warned before embarking 
upon the doomed vessel as to her 
probable fate? The steamship com- 
pany fully warned these passengers 
both publicly and personally, ot Ger-

which vessels after being challenged 
on high seas by a German submarine 
attempted 
to run the 
gauntlet and 


were sunk in much the same manner 
as the Lusitama. After those ships 
were sunk, our government sent notes 
to Germany, inquiring her rights and 
iier re.isons for sinking our ships. 
In answer to every note Germany 
lias sent her apology, her rights, her 
icanons and the particulars ot each 
affair. 
The last note of the United 


Slates to Germany demanded that 
she should abolish submarine war- 
fare, and the newspapers tell us that 
it is rumored in Germany that she 
will agree to the terms submitted to 
her by the United States. But this 
is an unofficial report. 


Most ot the people that became 


wrought up over the sinking of the 
Lusitama. supposed that the United 
States 
was taking the 
part of a 


neutral nation; she had been playing 
a part, but not the part of a neutral 
nation, for little the people thought 
that the bulk of war munitions was 
going to 
allies 
instead of 
being 


equally distributed between the allies 
and the Germans. It is said that the 
port of St. Petersburg was blocked 
for weeks at a time with war sup 
>lies. and if this amount is going to 
Russia what an amount must be go- 
ng to France and England. 


After shipping such an enormous 


amount of munitions of war to the 
allies, and Mich a small amount to 
the Germans, can our country honcst- 
I> assume tile name of being a neu- 
tral nation? No, 
she 
cannot and 


never will ue able to do so. unless 
she either stops shipping war sup- 
plies lu both allies and the Germans,

Another one of her infamous acts 


is the interference with our mails, and 
the stopping of our vessels on high 
seas for such a purpose.

will not the words of the dying Ger- 
man secret service men impress the 
people of their country in the same 
manner as the words of Capt Nathan 
Hale have impressed us..

6. FERTILIZERS AND THE HOME GARDEN. 


The Last of a Series of Six Articles. 


A farmer that we used to know quite well always put on his garden plot 


a sack •.•:' guuiio and three or four loads of stable and other kinds of barn- 
yard manure. His garden covered about one-fifth of an acre, and was good 
land to hegin with. In fact, he had selected a good, rich spot of ground for 
his garden. The fertilizer he applied amounted to a thousand pounds per 
acre, and the barnyard manure to about seven or eight tons. 
Of course, he 


grew a good garden, as most people do, and yet he often wondered why his 
garden was so much better than other parts of his farm. 
He was a good 


farmer and made plenty of everything, and to spare. He knew that he made 
liberal applications of fertilizers and manures to bis garden, but was never 
quite willing to acknowledge that these made all the difference in the yields. 


Our gardens are usually the richest spots on the farm, and are so only be- 


cause we make them so by fertilization and cultivation. Every acre in the 
average farm could be made just as rich If we tried to make it so. We do 
not consider sufficiently the factors which make fertile land. 
We do not 


strive to do intensive farming, but rather make it as extensive as our acres- 
will allow. When we wish to make an additional bale of cotton, or bushel ol 
corn, we take in more land instead of enriching what Is already under cultiva- 
tion. 


13r. U H. Bailey has given in his book, "The principles of Vegetable Garden- 


Ing," some valuable suggestions on the use of commercial fertilizers. "The 
kind and amount of fertilizers," he says, "are to be determined by several 
circumstances: (1) The earliness or quickness with which the crop is t'o be 
obtained; (2) the intensity of the operations to which the man is committed; 
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(3) the character of the land as regards tilth and texture; (4) the character 
of the land as regards richness in plant food; (5) the kind or species of crops 
to be raised." Whatever the condition of the land .or .the nature of the crop, 
It must be fertilized if the gardener meets with success. Competition in the 
truck-growing business can be met In no other way than by liberally fertiliz- 
ing the ground on which the crops grow. 
Dr. Bailey has wisely said that 


fertilizers must be applied in excess of the actual needs of the plants. It is 
impossible to distribute a very small quantity of fertilizers over a large area. 


Vegetables are such rapid growing plants that one heed not fear that 


much of the fertilizer will leach out through the soil on account of rain. If 
it Is applied close to or in the drill row, all of It should be saved. The 
plants will absorb It before It gets away. Tfc« formula generally recommend- 
ed consists of a complete fertilizer, though the acid phosphate and nitrogen 
should come from different sources, even in the same fertilizer applied at any 
given time. The mixture for gardens should be composed of as many kinds 
of Ingredients as possible, carrying the three fundamental elements of plant 
food—potash, nitrogen and phosphoric acid. 


Voorhees recommends heavy applications of such mixtures to the com- 


mercial gardens and to truck patches. He says 1,000 to 5,000 pounds per acre 
of such mixture should be applied to asparagus, and as much to beets ane 
turnips; less than that to peas and beans. With any amount an after applica- 
tion has been found profitable. This is sometimes called the ucond applica- 
tion, which is not generally a complete fertilizer, but is composed of nitrogen 
or one of the other elements alone. The second application of fertilizers may 
be composed of ammonia and acid, or other formula to suit the Immediate 
crop. 
-

The vegetables that are thus stunt- 
ed seem to revert to the original type from which they were derived, especial- 
ly with regard to taste, and hence should be carefully looked after In regard 
to fertilization and cultivation. Fertilizers should be applied to the vege- 
table garden as early after the spring breaking as possible, an the soil ought 
to be saturated with rich plant food before the plant* begin to grow very 
much. Then they will grow much more rapidly and make far better vege- 
tables. The second application should be mad* about the time the young 
plants are half grown.

EXCHANGE A POTENT 


FACTOR IN INDUSTRY 


Nine out of ten of the citrus grow- 
ers of Florida, whether affiliated with 
the Fliroda Citrus exchange or not, 
•will state that they regard this organ- 
isation as the most potent factor for 
the general good of the Industry that 
lias ever existed in Florida. 
A sim- 
ilar attitude toward the exchange is 
lield by bankers, merchants and bust 
ness men generally, even though they 
may have no direct association with 
the body Newcomers to Florida often 
we pnnled by the freedom and appar- 
ent sincerity with which favorable ex 
presslons regarding the work of the 
•exchange are made on every 
hand, 


•when these are considered in counec 
tion with the comparatively small vol 
Time of fruit marketed by the organ 
Ized growers 


Persons who have lived in Florida 


lor a sufficiently long time to be per 
sonally familiar with the development 
•of the citrus industry In the 
past 


twenty years, recall that, following the 


f 
freeze 
In 1895, the production of or- 


, 
anges in Florida for some years was 
not on a sufficiently large scale to 
make the marketing ot the fruit pre 
sent any problems 
Grapefruit was 


practically unknown and the orange 
crop was the only one In the citrus 
Held that offered anything to be sold 
sat the north 
The supply did not at 


all meet the demand, and growers had 
no particular trouble In disposing of 
all they had for sale 
Before 
the 


•freeze, the orange production of Flor- 
ida had reached such a volume as to 
make the marketing a matter of con 


/ eiderable concern, and just a year or 


two previous, an organization 
had 


oeen formed to handle the matter 


In less than ten years after the time 


of the freeze Florida orange produc 
tion had "come back ' In fact, It had 
reached a volume greater than that 
had been attained in the old days 
With no system whatever in the mar- 
keting, the question of securing re 
turns that would make the crop prof 
liable became serious 
The growers 


•could sell their fruit ' on the tree" to 
speculators who advanced a few cents 
per box early In the season These 
speculators sometimes were able to 
dispose ot the fruit later at a great 
profit, sometimes they were not so' 
fortunate sometimes the growers got 
more than the amount advanced' more 
-often nothing else 
If the grower did 


not choose to dispose of the crop in 
this way, he could consign it to a com 
mission house in some northern city, 
depending upon the honesty oathe lat 
ter for the returns 


In many cases, there were no re- 
- turns. A few growers producing su- 


perior stuff, went north and establish- 
ed1 marketing connections which en 
abled them to get, In a fair average of 
Instances, enough out of their fruit 
for their groves to be profitable As 
the production Increased, the num- 
ber of crops sold at prices which gave 
. the growers adequate returns for their 


investments and labor, decreased pro- 
portionately. Finally, grove owners 
•wakened to the fact that heir efforts 
were contributing to the prosperity « 
the manufacturers of materials, which 
they used In the production of citrus 
frutta and to that of the transportation 
companies, which carried the fruit to 
the market, as well as enriching com- 
mission men and speculators, but re 
turning very little to hemselves 


Following this awakening, there was 


discussion all over the state as to the 
•best means for the protection of the 
growers A committee, composed of a 
score or more of the most intelligent 
men In the Industry, made a trip of In- 
vestigation to California, In that 
state' the same problems had been 
confronted and in large measure. 
solved through the California Fruit 
Growers' exchange Upon their return 
from the Pacific coast, the Florida In- 
vestigators determined to follow out 
the same general plan of operation 
The Florida Citrus exchange 
was 


formed as a result of this determine 
ttoa. Its baste law, differing only In 
oome minor details from that of the 


Atsmttom 


Tno growers generally earn* Into the

It was necessary first to educate the 
growers in the matter of properly pre 
paring their crops for market To re- 
tain even a small percentage of these 
In tbe organization, required that it 
should get considerably better prices 
for their products than could be ob 
talned through 
outside 
marketing 


agencies 
That this was done, year 


after year is a remarkable tribute to 
the justice of the idea on which the 
exchange is founded, as well as to the 
business ability of the men who have 
directed its destinies 
Controlling in 


tbe past two or three years not much 
to exceed 20 per cent ot the fruit 
grown in Florida, the exchange has 
been marvelously successful in putting 
the Industry upon a substantial basis 
Unquestionably it Is responsible In a 
large degree for the constantly In 
creasing demand for Florida oranges 
and grapefruit, as it is for the growing 
tendency to the maintenance ot equita 
ble prices 
Growers not directly at 


dilated with the organization, particl 
pate in these benefits almost as fully 
as those who are members and the hu 
man nature, which manifests Itself In 
the disposition to take advantage of 
them so long as possible without con 
trlbuting to the defrayal of their cost 
is the principal reason why no larger 
proportion of Florida citrus producers 
have joined the exchange 


The headquarters of the Florida Cit- 


rus exchange Is In Tampa 
It is the 


largest single business in the state of 
Florida, having an annual overturn at 
this time of approxlmatly 15,000,000 
The business Is conducted on careful 
lines under the supervision of 
the 


board of directors, composed of one 
member from each Important citrus 
county 
Twelve of these directors 


meet monthly or 
ottener 
Capable 


employes under bond, careful audit of 
the books monthly by the directors 
and audits by outside experts, protect 
the growers absolutely in the handling 
of the funds 
Each grower receives 


an account sales for his fruit which, 
in definite detail shows him just what 
It was sold for, just what has been 
the cost of selling, just what the cen 
tral office has retained for the cost of 
its operation and just how much he 
nets 
The exchange is different from 


most every other marketing agency In 
that instead of making a flat charge 
to cover administrative expenses only 
and not Including other Items of out 
lay connected with selling of fruit, 


retain covers all these expenses, 


averaged for the season 
While ap 


parently its marketing charge 1s high 
er than that of some of the private 
agencies careful 
investigation 
has 


shown that in reality it Is lower 
Has Well Arranged Sales Department. 


The detail work ot handling the 


business of the organization is not the 
most important or most interesting of 
Its functions, however 
The sales de- 


partment also registers cost of buying 
and disposition of the product ot the 
members, Is a vast and complicated 
organization In itself 
Among the du- 


ties of the sales department la the de- 
velopment or demand for Florida or- 
anges and grapefruit 
Naturally, this 


requires educational effort with tbe 
•.consumer 
For some years, the ex- 


change has conducted an advertising 
campaign with the end in view of 
building up a greater consumer de- 
mand for citrus fruits, grown In Flor- 
ida, This demand is the foundation 
of all its other work, as obviously the 
wholesole dealers will not care to 
stock, nor the retail dealers to buy 
fruit about which the consumer Is un- 
informed and indifferent 
The adver- 


tising of the exchange is doing along 
several lines, each having been care- 
fully tested out before any consider- 
able amount ot money was put Into It 
Great care is exercised to see that as 
consumer demand is developed, there 
Is such distribution as may be de 
pendea upon to take care of Us sup 
ply 
Magazines are used in a limited 


way, 
daily newspapers more exten- 


sively Window display material, cut- 
outs, signs, recipe books, etc, are lib- 
erally employed 
Unfortunately for 


the exchange, but fortunately for tbe 
state at large, the good results of the 
advertising and sales effort cannot be 
confined absolutely to the products ot 
the members of the exchange 
In tell- 


ing ft the superior1 merits of Florida 
orantjps and grapefruit, it Is not whol- 
ly practicable to convey the Idea that 
quality fruit can be had only when 
exchange brands are bought, even If 
this were strictly true. It has boon a 
difficult matter to educate the everage 
consumer to the exact meaning ot tho 
Florida Citrus exchange or to keep In 
mind the name an a moans of Monti- 
fylag the fruit which It ships. In the 
past season, the use ot a trade mark 
phrase. "Soaldswost." short and eas- 
ily remembered as a synonym of tho 
name of Florida Citrus exchange, has 
gone a long way to a solution* this 
Mow.

change, or who did not understand 
just whereto tho organisation differed 
from other marketing agencies tor 
Florida fruit now make all their par- 
chases ot "Sealdsweet" oranges aad 
grapefruit and the disposition In this 
direction apparently Is Increasing rap- 
idly. Tbe Idea of buying fruit grown 
by a co-operative body of producers 
conveyed In the advertising, more and 
more each year baa been found to 
have a great deal of appeal to con- 
sumers 
Still, the grower outside the 


exchange remains the beneficiary of 
its promotion work to a considerable 
extent 
His marketing agency can 


undersell the exchange, in sections 
where the latter 3 work has built up a 
demand for Florida fruit to the extent 
of a few cents a box and still, it com 
plete returns are made to the grower, 
he will figure that he comes out as 
well or better than if he had shipped 
through the exchange and borne his 
proportionate part of the cost of de- 
veloping demand 


In the marketing methods of the 


exchange, as little as possible Is left 
to chance Every day the salaried apd 
bonded representatives of the organ 
ization in all important citrus mar- 
kets, te'egraph a synopsis of the situa 
tion 
m that territor} 
These wires 
cove' the conditions actual and pros 
pect've of the market 
detail the 


amount of fruit on sale and in transit 
for fiat point etc 
On the intorma 


tion fathered m this wav the sales 
manager bases his offerings for the 
next da} 
If in any city the demand 


promises to lie m excess of the supply 
fruit is diverted from other points 
Market centers to which there ap 
pears to be going an excessive supply 
are relieved by those diversions 
If 


the dealers of any town are indisposed 
to pay prices that are considered fair 
and which^re In line with those pre 
vailing elsewhere, fruit may be with- 
drawn after it has been offered for 
sale and still further diverted it it is 
impracticable to hold it for better 
market -conditions 
Much the same 


methods now are in use by the inde- 
pendent agencies, 
though none of 


these has as complete or aggressive 
organization as that of the exchange, 
and all of them are largely depending 
upon its pioneer work to build the de 
mand for Florida fruit which they fill 
in part

proportion of the growers continue to 
tear the burden' May these growers

exchange growers are impatient with

based on these comparisons are, of 
ourse, disputed by the partisans of 
he other marketing agencies, the pre 
ponderanee of evidence apparently is 
ery strongly in favor of the former 
f the average gross returns ot the 
growers In the exchange are but 25 
ents a box more than the correspond 
ng average of the unorganized grow 
rs, it Is clear that the exchange is a

POISON KILLS BLISTER BEETLES 


Blister beetles, sometimes called 


Spanish flies, old fashioned potato 
bugs and yankee bugs, 
feed on a 


number of plants. They are most de- 
structive in 
cultivated plants, such 


as potatoes and tomatoes. They may 
be controlled by spraying with lead 
arsenate. J. R. Watson, entomolo- 
gist to the University of Florida ex-1 
periment station, recommends 
H41 


pounds of lead arsenate powder or 3! 
pounds of the paste to 50 gallons of | 
water. Zinc arsenite may be used j j 
instead of the lead arsenate. Paris i 
green, 1 pound to 50 gallons of wa- 
ter and 1 pound of quick lime, may 
be used on plants that are not easily 
burned. 


It is necessary to spray thoroughly 


because these beetles will avoid the 
poison unless the plant is covered. 
Since the larvae feed on the eggs of 
grasshoppers, it may not be desirable 
to spray them. 
On limited 
areas 


they may be driven out of the patch i 
with a brush or whip made of twiggs. j 
They may be hand picked or collect- j 
ed in a pan containing water overlaid 
witii Kerosene.

Candidate for Tax Assessor speaks in his 


May 23, 1916. 


I wish I were able to meet every voter in person before the election, but I am very busy making 


up the Tax books for 1916 and I am now working on them every day and until midnight every night. 
For this reason I will not be able to make a close personal campaign. Reports come to me that my 
opponents are using every misstatement and misrepresentation possible to put me in a bad light, even 
to "mud slinging." I refuse to use such methods to get elected, prefering to stand squarely on my own 
record, ability and peculiar Qualifications for the office. I have nothing to be ashamed ot. 


Most of you know me personally, but for the benefit of those who do not, I will make a few state- 


ments In my own behalf. 


I was county surveyor for six years before being elected assessor, and since then have continued 


to follow that profession to considerable extent, and have actually surveyed nearly every section, grant 
and town plat in Volusia county. I owned and operated the Abstract of Title business of the county 
for 6 or 8 years. I have made, drawn and copied the maps of every section, township and town in the 
county, and have kept these up to date. All this has given me a practical, personal knowledge of every 
toot ot land In the county. Each and every year since I have been in this office, I have given my per- 
sonal attention to the changes of descriptions, ownership and valuations of the taxable property, and 
have never employed a clerk or assistant to do any but purely clerical work. 


I was the first tax assessor in the State of Florida to make up the set of three books required each 


year, on the book typewriter, making the three copies at once. Now more than half the assessors in 
the state are following my lead. 


I am proud of the fact and feel justified In boasting that the state officials at Tallahassee have 


frequently stated that my tax books, a copy of which must be filed there each year, are the neatest 
and most complete and accurate books in the state. 


All the old settlers in the county will remember that in 1895 I reduced the tax valuation of the 


orange groves $1,250,000.00, on account of the great freeze. This was voluntary on my part and was 
nearly half the value of all real estate In the county at that time. 


I was connected some years ago with the Consolidated Land Company, and this position gave me 


the best schooling for this office anyone ever had. The handling of the records, title and taxes on three 
million acres of land In Florida, gave me an acquaintance with the state and county 
officials and 
knowledge of the manner of assessment In other counties and the basis of valuations, enabling me to 
keep Volusia county on a par with other counties and prevent our paying more than our just share of 
state taxes. 


My personal acquaintance and friendship with the state officials, the State Tax Commission, and 


nearly all the tax assessors in the state, gave me the opportunity and influence to effect a compromise 
between the State Tax Commission and the tax assessors two years ago, whereby a 50 p«r cent basis 
ot valuation was agreed upon instead of a 100 per cent valuation, as had been ordered by the tax com- 
mission, thus saving at least $100,000.00, to our county tax payers, because the millage could not be re- 
duced In the same proportion as the raise in valuation. 


Both my opponents know that every word I have written above is absolutely true and can be 


proven by the records and by affidavits of reliable m?n who know. Yet they or their adherents are per- 
sistently circulating false statements on me, because they have no special reason 'to advance In their 
own favor. I ask that you calmly consider my qualifications and pay no attention to eleventh hour 
•lories either against my record or my character, and do not allow yourselves to be traded back and 
forth, a» It has been rumored tbat my weaker opponent will come down a few days before the election 
and turn over bis following to the other one.
